And his 
Body having lain 3 Days on a Bed of State in the 
great Hall of the Imperial Palace, was carried the 
gth at Night tothe Church of the Capuchins, in the 
following Manner, the Bells of all the Churches of 
this City and its Suburbs tolling. Firft, it was car- 
ried along the Gallery of Commiunication from the 
Palace to the Imperial Chappel in the Church of the 
barefooted Auguftins, by 12 Gentlemen of the Privy 
Chamber; and thence to the Church of the Capu- 
chins by 24 other Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber, 
Senior to the former, affifted by 12-Grooms of the 
Chamber. The Streets were illuminated with Flam- 
beaux. The Poor of the Hofpitals of the City and 
Suburbs, began the Funeral March, carrying each a 
lighted Taper of white Wax. Then came all the 
Religious Orders, viz. the barefooted Fathers of the 


Trinity inftituted for the _of Captives, 


the Carmelites, the Servitz, the Minims, the Fran- 
cifcans of St. Jerom, the Dominicans, the Ecclefiaf- 
ticks of the Hofpitals Borghefe, the Auguftin Regu- 
lar Canons of the Church of St. Dorothy, the Bene- 
dictins call’d Scozzefi, the Recollets, the Barnabires 
of St. Michael, the barefooted Auguftins, and the 
Caduchins, After them came the Servants Offi- 
cers of the Houfehold, the Magiftrates of this City, 
the Eftates of Auftria, the Chamberlains wearing the 
golden Key (or Gentlemen of the Privy Chamber) 
each carrying a lighted Taper’; then the Councel- 
lors of State, the Knights of the fxg Fleece wear- 
ing the great Collar of their Order, the Imperial 
Mufick, the Chapter of the Cathedral of St. Stephen, 
12 Prelates in their Pontifical Habits, the Rector 
Magnificus and the 4 Deans of our Univerfity. 
The Prince our Bifhop, in his Pontifical Habit, im- 
mediately preceeded the Corpfe: The Coffin was 
cover’d with a Cloth of Gold and Black : And on it 
towards the Head, were plac’d the Imperial Crown, 
Globe, and Scepter, and the golden Fleece ;. on the 
Middle a Crucifix ; and 'ower the Crowns of Hun- 
gary and Bohemia. The chief Imperial and Royal 
Minifters walk’d on each Side the Corpfe. Cardinal 
Collonitz ‘and the Ambaffador of Venice follow’d. 
Then came the new Emperor Jofeph I. the Emprefs, 
and the 3 Arch-Du:cheffes his Sifters, follow'd by all 
the Ladies of the Court and a great Number of other 
Perfons of Qualiry. All in‘deep Mourning, the Ee- 
clefiafticks excepted. The Life-Guards and the Sol- 
diers of our Garzifon, lin'd the Streets, having at 
their Head the Marquis d’ Obizzi, Governour of this 
‘City and Major General of his Imperial Majefty’s 
Armies, their Arms revers’d in the Funeral Pofture, 
the Drums cover’d with black Cloath:-and bearing 
a dead March. The Church of the Capuchins not 


being capacious enough to hold fo many People, only 
the Court, the principal Perfons of Quality, and the 
fecular Clergy, entred with the Body : Which with 
the ufual Ceremonies was depofited in the Imperial

The 2d Inftant we came before this Place: The 6th 
in the Morning we began to batter it, and continu’d 
fo doing tll the 8ch, when it was taken by Aifaulc 
in the following Manner. 

Firft a Detachment of 200 Englith and Durch 
Grenadiers, headed by Captain de Bourgay, ad- 
vanc’d towards the Breach, being fupported by two 
Porruguete Regiments of Foor, Coilonel Duncanfon’s 
Regiment of Engltith, and Count Noyelle’s of Dutch ; 
they mounted the Breach boldly, but meeting with 
great Reiiitence the Grenadiers gave Ground, and 
the T ortu;uefe having loft one of their Collonels, Don 
Francifco Nappo, were diforder'd, bur Collonel 
PDancanfon's Men advancing, bravely entred the 
Breach Colours flying, and tho’ the fame was tinder~ 
min'd, the Enemy, who had hitherto defended them- 
felves bravely, fled to the Caftle, defiring to capitu- 
late ; but no Terms were granted them, fo that they 
were forc'd to furrender at Difceretion, (and are tobe 
fent Prifoners of War to Lisbon) after which the 
Town was plunder’d and burnt. We have garri- 
fon’d this Place, and have fummon’d the Peafants to 
fortifie it, and are now preparing to march to Alcan- 
tara, where the Marquis das Minas is to join us with 
10 or 12000 Men. ' 

The Town of Albuquerque, in the Province of 
Eftremadura, is likewife taken by Capiculation : 
The chief Articles were, That the Inhabitants fhould 
not be molcfted, but be protected in the Rights and 
Privileges they enjoy’d at the Death of King Charles 
the Second: That one Gate thould be delivered on 
the 2oth of May to the Portugueze ; and that an 
Invencory of the Magazines fhould be given to our 
Commiffaries, the 21ft. That the Garrifon thou!d 
march out at the Breach the 22d with Drums bear- 
ing, Cdlours flying, Ball in Mouth, two pieces of 
Cannon, and be conducted to Merida: Thar all 
Prifoners fhould be exchang’d, and that fufficient 
Carriages and Horfes thould be panies them.
